We feel to thank the town in behalf of the schools that 
through its influences we have been able to maintain and give 
to each child in town the full benefit of twenty-one weeks of 
schooling which was tive weeks more than the previous year. 
It has been our aim to engage teachers of experience whom we 
knew were qualified and seemed well suited to the school 
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under their charge. Our teachers asa class have been indus 
trious, faithful and pains-taking, but weignore the fact that 
in discharging their dnties, all have not given entire satisfac- 
tion, 

The great difficulty under which our district scholars 
labor is the frequent change of teachers, being educated in 
different academies aud schools, no two have the same system, 
So in changing teachers every term the teacher is obliged in 
almost every case to cover the same ground as her predecessor 
and at the end of the year out scholars have a mixed under- 
standining of something told by his teacher in two different 
wavs. Our schools have been run ona kind ot a_ hit-or-miss 
system, each scholar studying about what suited him without 
regard to his qualifications. A simple course of study is the 
great need of our schools, such a plan as shail insure the small 
pupil learning more than reading and spelling and aid the 
teacher in classifying her school Let us not take a step back- 
ward but having put our shoulder to the wheel continue on in 
well doing and instead of twenty-one weeks make it twenty- 
eight. Shall we allow what we know toy be for the best in- 
terest of our children to flag for want of comparatively 
small additional expense.
